At present, she. must prove 
she contributed half the pur- 
chase price with her own money 
or else the gift tax 
when the tax department Jearns 
of the joint ownership or when 
the husband dies and the estate 
is being cleared through tax 
department channels. 

“Tt means that a man buying 
a $20,000 house can register his 
wife as a joint owner without 
having to prove that she paid 
$10,000 out of her own money 
by making it a property gift to 
her,” a trust official said.
